On January 6, 2006, BellSouth Telecommunications, Inc. (“BellSouth”) and 

MClMetro Access Transmission Services, LLC (“MCI”) jointly requested that the 

Commission suspend all deadlines in this proceeding and adopt a schedule proposed
